It would sceiu na ir tbo beautiful philoso- 


[)by of Spiritimlisls should predispose their 
minds for tho curly adoption of another and 
less repulsive 
method of restoring- the 


mortnl bodies of their departed friends to 
the original elements, out of which they 
were formed, than that of burial in tho 
ground. Tho advantages of cremation over 
burial are so ninny, it seems to mo, that 
nothing but a prejudice- growing out of 
atlucalion 
and 
"damned custom" could 


prevent almost every one from pcrcciviu" 
aud acknowleilging them. 


From my boyhood I havo ulv/aya been in 


favor of burning tho dead. lu.tlie first place, 
in nn economical point of view, it has great 
advantages. The burning of (he body would 
uost but two or three dollars— whilst .its bur- 
ial or entombment, with cas-la-t and accom- 
paniments, costs from 
fifty dollars to live 


thousand, or more. 
To secure a decent aud 


undisturbed place of rest requires another 
largo outlay, especially in tlio vicinity of 
cities. 
Now York, for instance, furnishes 


not less than one million bodies every forty 
3'eara. An acre affords space for only eight 
hundred of these, at most,so Urnt it requires 
twolvo hundred aud fifty acres, at least, 
(about two square- miles,) every forty years, 
to furnish houses for tho dead. So great an 
area of laud cannot bo afforded, aud tho cou- 
ficquonce is that corpses are often exhumed 
before they are, decomposed to make room 
for others. 
What can bo more revolting to 


every human instinct than Ihis ! 


Until tho httor part of tho Jast conliiry, 


corpses, in 1'aris, were packed closely side 
by side, aud above each other, in pits thirty 
feet doop and twenty square, which, when 
full, were covered with layers of soil about 
a foot 
in 
thickness. 
These pits wero 


emptied once in thirty or forty years, and 
tho disgusting contents finally rattled down 
wells leading to tlio catacombs beneath tho 
city, where they accumulated to .such an ex- 
tent that whan some excavations wore made, 
by order of government, in 
11*10, tho work- 


men had to cut galleries through the human 
bones, in some places moro than ninety feet 
thick. Itovolliiig as this picture is, it is not 
so sickening as that which is revealed by a 
close inspection of tho remains of the dead 
when deposited in air-excluding caskets. 


In 1 T'.l.'l. the French national convention 


passed a decree Hint the graves and monu- 
ments of tho kings of France, in Kt. Denis, 
and all other places, should be destroyed. 
An samples of what was then revealed,it may 
bo enough to sialo that tho vault of Francis 
First (who was interred in HH7) contained 
six leaden coffins, in all of which the ro- 
nminH wero in o state of liquid putrefaction, 
which made ils way through tho lead as they 
wore removed, and the odor was horrible. 
Tho bodies of many ot Iho later liourbon 
dynasty were aim iu u slulo of decomposi- 
tion, and when tho coillns were opened a 
thick, black vapor escaped, that nlTcolod tlio 
workmen with dinrrluuii and fever. 
The 


body of Louis Fifteenth was fresh, but red, 
lying in a liquid formed hy a disiiolution of 
llio salt with which it had been covered. 
All tho remains taken from tho royal vnull.1! 
wore thrown promiscuously into pits dug for 
tho purpose, and tlio leaden coffins wore 
molted and cast into balls anil bullets in a 
furnnco erected in Iho comolcry for (hat 
purpose. 


In our own crowded city cemeteries it is 


often found necessary to remove, half de- 
cayed corpses to make room for others to 
partially decompose, and then givo place to 
others in iiko manner. 
There aro instances 


recorded wherein death lias been almost in- 
stanlly caused by the malignant efiluvia emit- 
ted by dead bodies thus exhumed.

ter is constantly Amling its exit from thn 
graven of millions upon millions of human 
bodies through tho springs that furnish tho 
living with tho water Ihny drink, it needs no 
argument In provo thatitii offool on Iho

ANOTHEU EXTINCT MON.STElt. 


A correspondent of tho New York Herald 


writes: 


On Thursday, October 1, while scraping 


out the county ditch ou his farm, in Seuoca 
township, Lenaweo county, Michigan, Mr. 
Oranion 'J'utlle camo in contact with nn ob- 
struction which overturned his scraper. On 
examination it proved to be an immense 
horn, the remains of somo extinct animal. 
Further digging has developed tho other 
horn, part of the skull, collar bones and n 
number of ribs, also one tooth. Tho water 
running bad; into the excavated pit has put 
a temporary stop to the digging, but it will 
be resumed this moruing and measures 
taken to preserve tho bones. 
The animal 


had evHenllj died slauding up. 


I have just visited the spot and examined 


the bouts and the place from which they 
wero lakvii. 
A largo number of physicians 


andprof..':->:,.;-.ior tho Hillside and Adrian 
College; pronoun™ them horns and not 
tusks. They have an outside shell and a 
distinct pith. 


The space occupied by the sktloliu is 


over twiiuly feel long, aud the tips of tho 
horns wero about twenty feel apart. 
Tho 


ends of each are decayed, but they now 
measure eight feet niuo inches in length, 
and must have measured about ten feet 
when whole. Three feet from the largo erd 
they are twenty-two and a half inches in 
circumference ami they weigh 17.1 pounds 
each. 
Some of the rilis wero seven foet 


long. 
The tooth secured is a frontal tooth, 


three inches square, and weighs four and a 
half pounds. 
They havo been viewed by 


several thousand people, many of whom 
have seen the tusks of the mastodon, which 
aro quite common in this state, and all those 
agree Hint 
those bear no resemblance (o 


thorn. 


The animal's horns must have measured 


twenty feet acros:;. 
i!is height was proba- 


bly about 
lifleen feet, and length, inde- 


pendent of horns, nearly twenty.

Mrs. Iiivormoro is a woman of fifty, of state- 
ly and noble bearing, and a perfectly simple 
and natural manner of speaking. Hor voice, 
without apparent exertion, fills easily the 
largest hall, and it is proverbial among her 
follow rofornieis that sho can hold tho most 
tired or unwilling audience, even at tho end 
of an exhausting session. Sho first learned her 
powors of public speaking during the great 
movement for tho Sanitary Commission at tho 
West,during tho war. She was thou editing 
a Uuiversalist newspaper in Chicago, with 
her husband, -who is a minister of that 
faith; and tho immense success of tho "Sani- 
tary Fairs" in Chicago were largely duo to 
her energy and eloquence. From that day 
to this, her reputation has gone ou steadily 
increasing, and her invitations to lecture, at 
8130 per evening, are now exceeded by 
Gough alone.

HUHT.—Ouo other affair similar to that of 
Beltnont, occurred in tho northern part of 
this county, and it has been reported in

deputy tthcriff went out with thrco men to 
arrest them. 
They refused to bo arrested 


and the sheriff returned for a larger posse 
and when that appeared the negroes .scattered 
into the woods. If a shot was fired on. eith- 
er Bide about which there is some difference 
of testimony, nobody was injured, 
A fow 


days ago the .sheriff arrested nineteen of tho 
blacks, and they gave bonds to keep tho

reasons, writes n correspondent, why farm- 
ers sboukl keep bocs : First, because their 
occupancy of laud places thorn in tho right 
localitioH to improve tho whole hoiicy iiold , 
ami second, because thoir occupancy of the 
lioltl entitles Ihoin to its harvests Cau it bo 
made profitable ? It would hardly bo profit- 
able to niulco it n principal business ; as an 
incidental businois it may afford them a 
largo rnturn for n very moderate oitllay and 
IriUiiig expense. 
Four hivosof sufliciont 


size, with surplus honey recopttuslcs for four 
hundred pounds of honey, will cost, way,

they would give, in ft good field find season, 
ono hundred and twenty-eight pounds of 
surplus, more or less according to tho season, 
amounting at thirty cents per pound to thir- 
ty-eighty dollars and forty cents. Tho sec- 
ond season would yield live hundred pound?, 
or one luuidrd nnd fifty dollars—amounting 
in two seasonsto oue hundred and eighty- 
eight dollars nnd forty cents. This gives 
more than four times tho coat in two seasons; 
and tho average for many seasons may equal 
this, with no additional expense save the 
supply of now lionoy-boxos annually. 
I 


give the above figures from the results of 
experiment, having received tho average 
given above from four hives tho first and se- 
cond seasons, they being the two first seasons 
in which I placed swarms iu tho Eureka 
Lives, and the honey was so white and tine 
that it brought me thirty conts per pound. 


Let me advise my farmer friends how to 


proceed in this matter. 
Get from oiia to 


four hives according to your honey field 
and faith: take them to n bee-keeper, who 
will place a good first swarm in each hive; 
and remove thorn home. 
Or, if the seller is 


pleased to let them stand till Fall, place 
boxes on them nud lot thorn stand till then. 
At the proper time in tho Fall, remove the 
boxes and take all homo. With hives so 
constructed as to prevent tho disposition to 
swarm, and the number limited to the 
capacity of tho iiold, I have no doubt that 
they would sometimes do better than this, 
04 I havo had two hundred pounds from 
ono hive iu one season. 
On this plan there 


is little to do bufc to place nud^Vemovo the 
boxes in the proper time. If tho hive is so 
constructed as to give ample room in the 
breeding ami wintering apartment, feeding 
is rendered unnecessary. If proper means 
are used to give room in tho surplus boxes 
for all tho colony tho whole season, before 
any preparation is made for swarming and 
the hives tiro effectually shaded from tho 
sun, 
no 
watching for swarms will ho 


required; and no time necessarily devoted to 
them but to pub on tho surplus boxes in 
season, and removed them when full; and 
this niay even be done by n neighbor ac- 
customed to tho business, if one is appre- 
hensive of danger in performing these, or 
any other operations about tho hivo. 


GROWING AND FATTENING HOGS.—The hog 


is accustomed to a great variety of food. Ho 
will ent animal and herbaceous food ulikp— 
thoro is nothing that comos amiss to him, 
and he thrives upou all. 
To select food for 


him, then, is not tho thing. 
Though you 


can fatten thorn on one kihd of food, you 
cannot do it so economically. 
Take what 


broad you like, aud it is economy iu pro- 
ducing tho greatest results 
from ft given 


amount of food—that is tho point that gives 
tho profit in hog husbandry. 
The cheapest 


food, then, is to bo sought if it answers tho 
purpose. By tho cheapest we mean also 
that which ho relishes and thrives upon. 
Corn alone,though the great hog feed—made 
a specialty—is not tho most advaii tngcoua. 
Tho oxceptionto this is West, where tho 
corn. IB vqry cheap. But oven there, other 
grain and feed added will produce a bettor 
growth of muscle aud fat. 


All animals require a variety of food, aud 


tho hog is no exception. 
His appetite wiH 


then bo satisfied, ami all the wants of bis 
system supplied. 
Grass in Summer suits 


him ; ho revels in a clover field. Milk suits 
him tho whole year round, and assists a rap- 
id growth. 
Milk contains a groafc variety of 


elements in solution, and is an aid to tho di- 
gestion of tho more solid food. 
Ho likes 


vegetables—they stimulate his appetite, not 
only for tho vegetables, but for tho moVo con- 
centrated and richer food. Though a "hog,1 
be is governed by tho same physiological 
principles as other auituals, and is, there- 
fore, liable to disease—to many ailments ; 
but most of thoso are caused by abuses in 
management. 
"Where ho is well attended to 


and supplied with a variety of good food, he 
seldom suffers from disease. 


EFFECT OF StfLrnuit ON SWINE,—Tho med- 


ical effect of sulphur and copperas on swine 
is alterative and tonic combined. Sulphur 
in largo doses is an irritant; in medicinal 
doses a laxative, alterative aud a general 
stimulant of tho mucous surfaces; and, when 
applied externally, an efficacious remedy for 
skin diseases. 
Given to tho pig generally it 


acts us nn alterative, exerting a gentle stim- 
ulant action, especially on the process of 
secretion, and gradually improving tho gen- 
eral health. Its efficacy ns a vermifuge, 
though often extolled, is probably OToresti- 
mated. Copperas is irritant, astringent and 
tonic. Its irritant action appears to depend 
on its chemical fiction on the albuminous 
tissues and tho vital reaction consequently 
induced. "When given in small and repeated 
doses, it acts not only as an astringent, but 
also na ft tonic. 


Its effects on tho system depend on n 


chemically-astringent nnd vitality-invigorat- 
ing influence, exerted first in the intestinal 
canal, and subsequently on all parts of the 
body to which tho medicine is carried in the 
blood. Copperas is beneficially administered 
in all cases where the po ivcrs of life are 
languishing and depressed. 
It is scarcely 


entitled to be considered as a vermifuge, 
though it often prevents the production of 
nrorms by arresting an undue accumulation 
of mucous, and imparting a healthy tone to 
tho intestines. 
It is occanionally used ex- 


ternally as a styj)tic and astringent, usually 
in tbo form of powder or solution. 
By sul- 


phur and copperas wo mean flowers of sul- 
phur and sulphate of iron. 


• To AVOID GREASY'BUTTER.—Churn with 


pressure instead of friction. 
Tho dash 


churn brings butter bettor by pressure, nnd 
makes better butter than most other kind of 
churns. Butter should also be worked by 
pressure instead of friction. 
Tho ladlo or 


worker should not bo drawn across tho but- 
ter, bnt pressed down upon it.
